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The Last Of The "Broom Stocks"? & 
Recently I contacted Master Craft Wood Turnings Limited of 
Kitchener, Ontario. Many of you will recall that it was this 
company that manufactured the more than 50 Broom Stock wood 
token issues from 1954 through 1980. 


An article about the company and the manufacturing process, 
written by Norm Wells, appeared in Norm's third edition of 
the "Canadian Wooden Money Tokens and Souvenirs" catalogue 
in March of 1984. 


There were a number of objectives in mind as I made 
arrangements to visit Master Craft. They included: to gather 
information about the company; to inquire about the 
possibility of a personal Broom Stock issue; to see if the 
company would produce wood blanks for use by myself and 
other collectors; and, to gather information about any Broom 
Stock issues during the 1980's. 


Company History: 

-~ The company was started in 1953 by Frank Neibert and his 
son Bob. 

~ Bob Thiessen owned the company from 1973-1987. 

~ Peter Hunter has owned the company since 1987. 

- The production of wooden nickels, even at the peak of the S 
production cycle, was a very minor part of the company 
operation. Master Craft specializes in the manufacture of 
furniture knobs and many other types of wood turnings. 
Also, the company is a wholesaler of wood tables, 
chairs and a wide variety of wood accessories and 
ornaments. I discovered as well that this is the company 
that supplies the wood blanks, made of basswood, for the 
wood dollars issued during recent years at "The Wood Show" 
in Durham, Ontario. 


Personal Issue: 

Among the several souvenirs acquired by Peter Hunter when he 
purchased the company was one of the Dies used in the 
production of the Newarket Centennial Broom Stock wood in 
1980. To facilitate my research into the cost of a personal 
issue, Peter loaned me the Die which had been made at 
Warwick Marking Products Limited of Kitchener. A v1.88 taco 
this company resulted in an estimate of Nsayeral hundreds of 
dollars" to produce a pair of Dies for a personal jssue. 
Needless to say, I wasted little time in scrapping what I 
once thought was a wonderful idea. 


Wood Blanks: 

Peter Hunter, a very obliging gentleman, has aqreed to 

experiment with an issue of 1,000 wood blanks for me. The & 
blanks will be made of basswood and be approximately SN CAA} 
diameter. Much will depend on the quality, cost and the C) 
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reaction of collectors to this concept. At this stage it is 
too early to speculate on the outcome. 


"Broom Stock" Issues Of The 1980's: 

Only two issues have been confirmed. One is the Newmarket 
issue referred to earlier. The second, issued in 1986 for a 
Thiessen family reunion, was a brand new discovery. I 
noticed one of these woods among the same batch of souvenirs 
that contained the Newmarket Die. Following my visit with 
Peter I contacted Bob Thiessen and, through him, his father 
Gerry Thiessen. 


As it turned out, Gerry Thiessen, a pattern maker by trade, 
had done some of the servicing of the machinery while the 
company was owned by his son. Gerry personally produced the 
wooden nickel as & commemorative souvenir for a Thiessen 
family reunion in 1986. He made 225 of Mahogany and an equal 
number of Cherry. The woods are 1 and 1/4 inches in diameter 
and 1/4" thick. Both issues are varnished. 


Most of the woods were given out at the reunion. A Cherry 
token was given to each attendee. Then each attendee was 
provided one Mahogany wood to take home to each family 
member who was unable to be at the reunion. 


Fortunately Gerry still had a few of the woods left over 
from the reunion. He agreed to sell me a quantity of the 
Mahogany woods so that I could make them available to 
collectors. Anyone interested in having one of these 
Mahogany Broom Stock woods simply has to write to me at P.O. 
Box 724, Waterloo, Ont., N2J 4C2. They are available on a 
first come, first served basis, one toa customer, for $1.00 
(my cost) plus an SASE. Also acceptable would be $1.50 in 
Canadian Tire coupons. 


Is this the last of the Broom Stock issues? Unfortunately I 
believe this could well be the case. The machinery is still 
ready and waiting but the high cost of a pair of Dies makes 
manufacture impractical for personal issues. About the only 
possibility might be a high volume commercial issue such as 
we saw in the 1950's for Gananoque and Niagara Falls. For 
now though, we live with the reality that the Thiessen issue 
is probably the last of the Broom Stocks.
